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MORE than 2,500 people have 
signed a petition against moves 
to introduce parking charges in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Furious business owners and 
members of the Ely Traders’ Ass¬ 
ociation have joined forces to 
spearhead a campaign urging East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council to abandon plans to 
introduce civil parking enforce¬ 
ment in Ely, Soham and Littleport. 

The petition was distributed to shops 
and businesses throughout Ely last week 
and has already attracted 2,500 signatures. 

A campaign has also been launched on 
social networking site Facebook. 

Andrew Olley, manager of the City Cycle 
Centre in Ely’s Market Street and a member 
of the traders’ association, said: “The 
support we’ve received has been amazing 
and really proves that people do not want 
this to happen. 

“We gained nearly 1,000 signatures in the 
first two days. 

“With one satellite Tesco and a large 
Sainsbury’s store being constructed away 
from the heart of Ely, the introduction of 
parking charges will spell the end for the 
town centre. 

“Ely is a beautiful market city and

Coffee invasion forces 
changes at iconic cafe 




A CAFE which has been welcom¬ 
ing customers for more than three 
decades is set for a makeover. 

Bryant Watson, the owner of The Coffee 
Mill, in Market Street, has applied for 
planning permission to change the use of 
the building. 

Mr Watson, a well-known businessman 
and former city mayor, wants to turn the 
cafe into a hot food takeaway. 

He told the Weekly News that comp¬ 
etition from large cafe chains moving into 
the city had forced the decision. 

Mr Watson, of Quayside, Ely, said: “The 
Coffee Mill has been in Ely for over 30 
years. 

“But there is now so much competition 
from the large cafe chains that have moved 
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into the city. 

“It’s time to reassess the cafe and bring it 
up to date so that we are able to compete 
to a higher level. 

“We are proposing to change the use 
from a cafe to a hot food takeaway and 
until a decision on that has been made, the 
rest is confidential.” 

The application was submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council this week. 

It comes just weeks after independent 
cafe owners and residents raised concerns 
about the future of independent retailers 
in the city. 


They claim Ely is not big enough to cope 
with a Costa Coffee, a Starbucks and now a 
Caffe Nero, alongside the independents. 

Caffe Nero started trading in the High 
Street last month, but the council has now 
served a planning contravention notice on 
the massive high street chain after it 
opened without applying for planning 
permission or a change of use of the 
premises. 

A council spokesman said: “We have 
issued a planning contravention notice on 
Caffe Nero in Ely’s High Street. 

“We are now looking at all the options 
available to us.” 

A decision on Mr Bryant’s change of use 
application is expected within the next 
eight weeks.

Study reveals 
station issues 
for travellers 

MORE needs to be done to 
encourage commuters to walk 
or cycle to Ely Railway Station, a 
study has revealed. 

Councillors at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council met 
on Tuesday to discuss the 
conclusions of a survey which 
looked at how to develop the 
station in the future. 

It found that just 55 per cent 
of travellers walk or cycle to the 
station and that there is still a 
large proportion who would 
perceive driving a car as more 
convenient than travelling by 
rail. 

The research also revealed 
poor connectivity to bus ser¬ 
vices as well as walking and 
cycling routes, a lack of in¬ 
formation about local transport 
connections and improvements 
were suggested for the ticket 
hall. 

The district council says it 
will now work with Network Rail 
and other organisations to 
identify funding opportunities 
to make the improvements, 
including more cycle parking 
facilities, improved pedestrian 
access and a ‘Smarter Travel 
Choices’ information camp¬ 
aign.

A MAN accused of run¬ 
ning one of Britain's 
biggest cannabis farms 
has claimed he thought 
he was growing sage. 

Kevin Hart, 41, is standing 
trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court charged with consp¬ 
iracy to produce a class B 
drug. 

It follows a police raid on a 
massive three-storey barn at 
a farm in Haddenham in July 
last year, where almost 7,000 
cannabis plants worth 
£45,000 were seized. 

Officers believe the skunk 
farm produced cannabis 
worth £3 million every year - 
with set-up costs of £200,000 
alone - and was one of the 
“top three” drug factories 
uncovered in the UK. 

Huge quantities of carbon 
monoxide were pumped from 
canisters into the metal barn 
to encourage industrial 
amounts of cannabis to grow 
under UV lights, a jury was 
told on Tuesday. 

Hart, of Elm Close, Hunt¬ 
ingdon, claims he established 
the farm to grow the herb 
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sage, which can be smoked 
legally, but severed his links 
with the operation three years 
later when he found out they 
were produced illegal drugs. 

John Farmer, prosecuting, 
ridiculed Hart’s defence, 
calling it “perfectly absurd”. 

He said: “This was a ser¬ 
iously profitable criminal 
enterprise. It required sub¬ 
stantial capital investment 
and day-to-day operation. 

“The cannabis factory was 
being operated very pro¬ 
fessionally. Experts say this is 
in the top three in terms of 
size ever found by police. 

“Mr Hart took the lease on 
these premises and immed¬ 
iately converted the barn. The 
operation had been running 
some time.” 

Six men have already 
pleaded guilty to charges 
related to growing cannabis. 

Hart’s defence about 
growing sage was a cynical 
attempt to exploit a possible 
error during the trial, Mr 


Farmer added. 

He told the jury: “He is 
running the trial in the hope 
that the prosecution or the 
judge makes a mistake and 
you are encouraged into a not 
guilty verdict. 

“He has plucked this one 
out of the clear blue sky.” 

He added Hart was already 
damned by his own admi¬ 
ssions. He told officers he had 
walked away from the enter¬ 
prise on January J5 last year,

but bank statements showed 
he continued to pay the 
£J,700 a month rent for 
several months. 

He said: “Even on his own 
defence, he has no defence 
because he went on assisting 
this venture.” 

The jury was also shown 
CCTV footage taken from the 
farm, which was discovered 
by police helicopter using 
thermal imaging equipment 
able to pick up the heat given 
off by UV lighting. 

Those images showed the 
6,000sq.ft warehouse op¬ 
erated next to a legitimate 
potato packing factory at Tree 
Farm, Haddenham, and was 
hidden by a mountain of 
wooden crates. 

The barn was sealed with 
duct tape to stop cannabis 
odours from escaping, while 
a petrol-driven generator as 
big as a large caravan was 
used to power UV lights and 
ventilation. 

The trial continues and is 
expected to last two weeks.

Haut House, in St 
Mary’s Street, is to be 
renovated and opened 
as St Mary’s Pharmacy, 
the Weekly News can 
reveal.

Shah and his wife, 
Shiamiela Hussain, a 
dentist, have bought the 
five-storey building, 


next to Domino’s, and 
hope to have the phar¬ 
macy up and running by 
early August. 

The couple will be 
moving to the Ely area 
from their current home 
in Liverpool. 

Speaking to the 
Weekly News, Mr Shah 
said: “We’re really excit¬ 
ed. This is our first busi¬ 
ness venture but with 
me being a pharmacist 


and my wife being a 
dentist, we are confident 
it’s going to do well. 

“Ely has its national 
pharmacy chains but it 
doesn’t have any ind¬ 
ependent ones. 

“We want St Mary’s 
Pharmacy to be every¬ 
thing that a local phar¬ 
macy should be - basic¬ 
ally somewhere where 
people can walk in off 
the street and get their 


medication easily and 
efficiently 

“Our service will be 
tailored to meet the 
individual needs of each 
of our customers. 

“We hope to open 
around the end of July 
or early August.” 

The couple applied to 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council late last 
year for planning perm¬ 
ission to change the use 


of Haut House. Perm¬ 
ission was granted in 
February this year. 

The mayor of Ely, Cllr 
John Yates, has wel¬ 
comed the new phar¬ 
macy. 

He said: “Ely doesn’t 
have an independent 
pharmacy and I think 
it’s great that we will 
have another service to 
serve the people of Ely 
and beyond.”

currently boasts a variety of independent 
traders and two traditional department 
stores among the more familiar names of 
the national retailers. 

“The demise of a town centre is sadly all 
too familiar but it is not too late for Ely - 
we’re going to keep the pressure on the 
councils and show them that what they are 
proposing is wrong.” 

The councils want to apply to the Dep¬ 
artment for Transport to roll out civil 
parking enforcement across the region. 

As well as forcing motorists to pay to park 
in both car parks and on streets, the scheme 
could give police and traffic wardens the 
power to enforce parking restrictions, issue 
tickets and fine motorists. 

The councils insist civil parking enforce¬ 
ment will reduce congestion and make 
roads safer. 

Peter Moakes, leader of the district 
council, said falling Government grants and 
greater demands on services had forced the 
authority to look at introduction charges. 

He said: “For a small authority like East 
Cambridgeshire, there reaches a point when 
there is nothing left to cut, so looking at 
changes is inevitable. 

“Last year, we spent over £350,000 on car 
parks in Ely; a significant proportion of 
these costs were funded by council tax 
payers from across the whole of the district. 
This is a substantial amount that could be 
used to support other community-based 
services. 

“I would like to stress that when we put 
forward proposals, we will consult widely 
and openly about them. We will listen but 
the debate has to be seen in the context of 
the financial pressures which we face.” 

The traders association expects to present 
the petition to the councils next month. 

Mr Olley said: “They can be found in 
shops throughout Ely so if you want to save 
Ely from becoming a ghost town, sign it.” 

Gill Lambdin, manager of Tindalls in Ely’s 
Market Place, said: “Forcing people to pay to 
park will have a massive effect on trade in Ely. 

“Things are difficult enough as it is so the 
council shouldn’t be doing something that’s 
going to make it harder for businesses.”

Precept fighters’ 
call for election 


VILLAGERS fighting a 28 per cent 
hike to their council tax precept 
have called for an election at their 
parish council. 

Residents in Sutton have lodged 
a request with East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for an election to 
be held at Sutton Parish Council. 

It comes after more than 70 
residents attended a public 
meeting at the parish council 
headquarters last week to hear why 
the precept hike was needed. 

Residents have been 
campaigning against the rise since 
it was announced earlier this year. 
The council insists the increase is 
fair for the number of services it 
provides. 

Last week, council chairman 
Gordon Foster accused residents of 
“council baiting” his authority and 
exaggerating the issue. 

Now campaigners have asked 
the district council to order an 
election. 

A decision is expected within the 
next few weeks. 

Gitta Evans, one of the main 
protesters, said: “The aims of 
residents are not revolutionary, in 
light of what has happened over a 
number of years at Sutton Parish 
Council there is a call for a lower 
acceptable precept, openness and 
transparency with information, 
and public consultation on major 
expenditure. 

“If council baiting or bashing are 
appropriate words to describe a 
demand from residents to be heard 
then there is something funda¬ 
mentally wrong with how a parish 
council perceives its taxpayers.” 


Squatters pitch 
up on form land 


SQUATTERS have set up 
camp in an Ely beauty 
spot. 

Tents have been illegally pit¬ 
ched in a small copse area near 
Ely’s Country Park. 

Eagle-eyed dog walkers have 
spotted the tents deep within 
trees in a field near Roswell Pits 
and Pocket Park. 

People are not pleased about 
their presence - and neither is 
landowner, local farmer Tony 
Lee. 

Mr Lee told the Weekly News : “I 
spotted the tents in there and 
thought they were a bit susp¬ 
icious. 

“They shouldn’t be there - it’s 
my land and it’s illegal. 

“I didn’t dare go over and say

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Village’s ‘final 
nail in coffin’ 

Sir, I have just read the article 
regarding the intention to charge for 
parking in Ely, Soham and Littleport. 

I can only speak for Littleport and if 
this proposition goes ahead it will be 
the final ‘nail in the coffin’ for the 
village. This was at one time a very 
viable village, but not anymore. 

I was a shop keeper in the village for 
20 years from 1970 until 1990. During 
that time many shops closed their 
doors due to the introduction of large 
out-of-town shops, especially in Ely, 
thus destroying die smaller shops in 
the village. 

At one time there were four general 
food stores and this was reduced to 
one until the last few months when a 
new shop opened away from the 
village centre. As expected, this has 
now taken trade from the centre store 
and effectively split the village in half. 
Additional concerns are that the new 
Co-op has plenty of parking for 
shoppers whereas the existing store 
shop has restricted parking. If people 
have to pay to shop in the centre of 
the village then this will be the last 
phase of the village closing. 
Permission has also been granted for 
a garage on the outskirts of the village 
to be erected which has taken 
additional trade from the centre. 

This situation cannot go on if you 
want a viable town centre. With your 
proposed parking charges there will 
be no reason to enter the village car 
park and additional trade will be lost. 
In my time in the village (40 years) I 
have witnessed the closing of 40 
shops. At one time there were seven 
butchers - now only one. 

I understand that the draft plan for 
the future of the village has now been 
approved and one of the comments 
was that they want to maintain and 
increase the number of retail outlets. 
Not a chance if parking charges are 
introduced. All the plans will have 
been discussed and approved in vain 
if your proposals go ahead. 

I would like the names of all the 
members of the council who approve 
the move so that a plaque can be 
erected in their memory and show 
who helped to give the death knell to 
the village. 

I hope that you will heed my 
warnings and not continue with any 
charges. All the comments by Cllr 
Criswell are rubbish and, from his 
comments, he has no idea about 
parking in the area. 

I do not suppose that he ever goes to 
the areas to shop and his information 
is only made up or ‘second-hand’. He 
seems to be the ‘voice’ at the moment 
but I consider he has his head in the 
sand and does not consider the future 
of any of the village shops. 

Why should someone who has 
nothing to do with the village be 
allowed to make comments on the 
village and destroy the few remaining 
stores? I expect he never visits any of 
the places he is talking about. 

Some years ago the Main Street was 
made into a one-way street and 
considerable trade was lost for ever 
when that happened. Again, a 
decision made by someone who had 
no connection with the village. 

To summarise - 40 shops shut in 40 
years. Only a few remaining - 
additional shops outside the centre 
with no restrictions. Why should 
anyone pay for the privilege of 
entering the village if they have to pay 
for parldng? Are councillors intent on 


the destruction of village life? 

I await all the names of the 
councillors who agree with the 
proposal and if charges are 
implemented a plaque can be 
erected in their honour for destroying 
the remaining village facilities.

economic food production. 

It is this dramatic expansion that bugs 
a lot of us and it is an expansion not 
only of the reserve but also of the 
numbers of visitors to the reserve. The 
scientists and the bugs are now taking 
second place in the race to create an 
enormous Fen theme park. 

Finally, I don’t need to take up Ms 
Curtis’s challenge to visit Wicken Fen. 

I have been. There was little to see 
except other visitors. I was bored. 
There is more wildlife in my Fen back 
garden, where there is peace and 
quiet, than at Wicken Fen.

Mr Woollard has been accused of “ill- 
informed twaddle” which is not only 
rude, but false. As a farmer he knows 
of what he speaks. 

Surprisingly Ms Curtis has ignored the 
facts I wrote, having acquired them 
from the Environment Agency, 
together with what is there for all to 
see - the drought. There is none so 
blind as those who will not look. She 
should take a walk on a footpath 
crossing a wheat field where she will 
find empty husks. Instead of 
encouraging flooding a massive area 
of fen, it would be better that the 
water be used for watering farmers’ 
fields.

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A MUM is throwing her weight 
behind a campaign to prevent 
the closure of a hospital cardiac 
unit which saved her son's life. 

Karen Gannon’s son, Phillip, was just 
11 days old when he underwent the first 
of three open heart procedures. 

Phillip was born with four major heart 
defects and spent months in intensive 
care at the Royal Brompton Hospital in 
London. 

Mrs Gannon says her son, now 25, 
would not be alive today if it wasn’t for 
the dedication of surgeons and nurses at 
the specialist heart and lung centre. 

But despite being the largest specialist 
centre in the UK, the hospital’s children’s 
cardiac unit is now under threat of 
closure as part of major NHS cut-backs. 

Mrs Gannon, who lives with Phillip, 
her husband Colin, and other son, Chris, 
21, in Clay Street, Soham, is among 
thousands of parents, including 
celebrities such as television presenter 
Philip Schofield, protesting against the 
proposals. 

Mrs Gannon, 49, said: “I am beside 
myself with anger and worry. 

“The unit, alongside surgeons at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital, fought night 
and day to keep Phillip alive and they 
succeeded. 

“If it closes, the lives of children and 
adults are being put at risk.” 

Phillip, who has learning difficulties 
and mild cerebral palsy as a result of the 



extensive surgery he went through as a 
baby, is now a Soham Scout leader and 
works at Waitrose in Newmarket. 

He still attends the hospital for annual 
check-ups. 

Mrs Gannon said: “If it wasn’t for this 
hospital unit, Phillip wouldn’t be alive 
today. 

“We, like so many families out there, 
owe them for keeping him alive. This 
unit cannot be allowed to close. 

“The more support that people show, 
the less likely it is to be shut down.” 

A consultation about the proposed 
closure has been launched and people 
have until July 1 to have their say. 

Patients’ charity The Brompton 
Fountain has spearheaded a campaign 
against the proposed closure and says 
children’s lives will be put at risk.

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Bishop's fears 
for rural towns

THE Bishop of Ely has reacted to 
David Cameron’s Big Society 
notion by saying he is con¬ 
cerned for poor people living in 
market towns. 

The Rt Rev Stephen Conway 
told his Diocesan Synod last 
week that “demonising the poor 
to save money is a cynical abuse 
of power”, as he reflected on last 
week’s debate between the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and 
the coalition Government. 

He told Synod members gath¬ 
ered at Witchford Community 
College that “the Prime Minister 
was the first to assert the right of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury to 
articulate the fear which many 
people have about the future of 
our public services”. 

Bishop Stephen told the 
gathering: “We are properly 
concerned about how poor 
people living in our market 
towns, let alone in the deep 
countryside, will be able to 
access jobs via public transport. 

“I know that the senior offi¬ 
cers and political leaders of our 
local authorities are working 
very hard to ensure that services 
are sustained for those in real 
need. 

“We need to be vigilant as well 
as co-operative citizens.” 

He added: “Mr Cameron was 
right that we need to take up the 
opportunities both to identify 
the importance of social capital 
in our economic future and to 
throw ourselves into the run¬ 
ning of a generous society.”

A KEEN poet and dedi¬ 
cated Women's Institute 
member has celebrated 
her 100th birthday.

has sadly died. 

Mrs Pallant said: “I did lots of 
different work over the years, 
mainly cleaning and housekeep¬ 


ing for people and caring for 
them if they needed me. 

“I also worked at the old 
Dorman Sprayers factory in 
Brays Lane for a while and the 
old lampshade factory. 

“Gordon worked there too, 
and at the jam factory - we did 
lots of different work.” 

In her spare time, Mrs Pallant 
was a member of the Isle of Ely 
WI group and loved entering 
their competitions. 

She said: “I loved baking, 
knitting and crochet. 

“I used to enter lots of comp¬ 
etitions and have won quite a 
few trophies in my time.

Cllr Moakes said the 
cottage should be “part of 
a package” that adds to 
the experience of Ely’s 
Riverside. 

He has called a meeting 
tomorrow to discuss the 
fate of the cottages - and 
local community leaders 
have been invited. 

Cllr Moakes said: “We 
feel that there are many 
excellent ideas concerning 
the future for this high 
profile asset. 

“We want to hear all the 
views of all the involved 
groups so that we can 
make the best decisions in 
the long term. 

“I want to re-open the 
whole debate and we have 
no pre-determined views.” 

The U-turn will come as 
a relief to many residents 
and community organ¬ 
isations, including the Ely 
Society, the City of Ely 
Perspective and the 


Friends of Ely’s Jubilee 
Gardens. 

Since the controversial 
plans were announced, 
the Weekly News has been 
bombarded with letters 
from people suggesting 
better uses for the build¬ 
ing. They include using it 
to house the city’s registry 
office, turning it into a 
community-run cafe and 
transforming it into a mini 
tourist information centre. 

Ely resident Allyson 
Broadhurst, who camp¬ 
aigned against the holiday 
lets proposal, said: “I’m 
delighted with the dec¬ 
ision. 

“So many brilliant ideas 
for the future of Makings 
Cottage were raised during 
the consultation period 
yet the council went ahead 
with the one option that 
the majority of people 
were opposing. 

“I would encourage the 
council to think more 
positively about these 
ideas and use the cottage 
to the benefit of the whole 
Riverside area.”

Anson Packaging Limited was 
represented by solicitor fames 
Maxwell-Scott in Cambridge 
Crown Court last Friday where 
four offences were put to him. 

The offences, brought by the 
Health and Safety Executive, 
were breaches in relation to the 
safety of employees and non¬ 
employees, in this case Tony 
Strong, an employee of Cambs 
Compressors Engineering Ltd. 

Two further counts were put 
to the company related to the 
Work at Height Regulations Act 
2005, which states that emp¬ 
loyers should ensure that work 


is properly planned, supervised 
and carried out, and section 5 of 
the same Act, which states that 
employers should not allow 
anyone to work at a height 
without being competent to do 
so or under supervision if in 
training. 

Mr Strong had been working 
at the Anson Packaging site, in 
Sutton, fitting pipes on October 
29, 2008 when the accident 
happened. 

He was in a roof void in a 
suspended ceiling when he fell 
six-and-a-half metres to the 
ground. He sustained two fract¬ 
ures to his skull, fractures to his 
spine in two places and three 
broken ribs. 

The case was adjourned until 
December 12 for trial.

‘We need to act on 


Ely’s famous cathedral is in need of repair and a campaign has 
been launched to raise £140,000 for the work. Reporter 
JORDAN DAY takes a tour and finds out cathedral bosses are in 
a race against time to raise the cash. 


S TANDING in 
the middle of 
Palace Green, 
with its gravity- 
defying arches, Ely 
Cathedral looks a 
picture of health to 
the naked eye. 

Its sandy-coloured 
stonework glistens in the 
sunlight and its towers 
dominate the bright sky. 

But peer a little closer - 
and all is not as 
magnificent as it seems. 

There are certain areas 
of the cathedral, known 
locally as the Ship of the 
Fens for its prominent 
shape, which are in dire 
need of repair. 

The cathedral’s 
stunning north transept 
in particular, which dates 
back to 1080, has serious 
masonry damage and the 
cracking is starting to 
worsen. 

Like everyone at the 
cathedral, Vicki 
Roulinson, who is the 
clerk of works, is 
concerned. 

She said: “The north 
transept is one of the 
earliest surviving parts of 
our magnificent 
cathedral. 

“Unfortunately, that 
means it is one of the 
most neglected. 

“There hasn’t really 
been any maintenance 
work carried out on it 
since the mid-1990s and 
its condition is starting to 
get quite bad. 

“The main problem lies 
with its roof. 

“It desperately needs 
re-slating as water is 
leaking in and the walls 
and roof timbers are 
absorbing the moisture. 
“The cracks in the 


masonry are becoming 
more and more 
prominent and some of it 
is starting to loosen. 

“We desperately need 
to get to work and repair 
any masonry that we can 
- and fix the roof. 

“It may even be that 
some of the stonework is 
not fixable and that it has 
to be replaced. 

“There is concern that 
if this fagade of the 
building is allowed to 
disintegrate, the impact 
on the whole structure 
could be enormous and 
could cause catastrophic, 
long-term damage.” 

Because the cathedral 
receives no official 
government funding or 
cash from the Church of 
England, bosses have to 
continually fundraise, 
apply for grants and rely 
on donations for such 
repair work to be carried 
out. 

Formal permission for 
the repair and renovation 
work has already been 
granted by the Cathedral 
Fabric Advisory 
Commission for England. 

Purcell Miller Tritton, 
one of the leading 
architects for historic 
buildings, has prepared a 
detailed report and the 
total cost of the works has 
been valued at £280,000. 

The cathedral has been 
given a £100,000 grant 
from the Wolfson 
Foundation, a charity that 
awards grants to support 
excellence in the fields of 


education and the arts, to 
put towards the major 
renovation project. 

An anonymous private 
donor has also handed 
over £40,000 towards the 
work. 

However, the cathedral 
still needs £140,000. 

And to make things 
worse, if the work has not 
been started by 
December 31 this year, 
the Wolfson Foundation 
will have to withdraw its 
grant. 

Mrs Roulinson said: 
“Anyone who lives or 
works in an old building 
will know that they 
require constant 
maintenance. 

“When it comes to the 
cathedral, parts of it like 
the north transept are so 
old and historic that that 
they can quickly get into a 
poor state. 

“It’s important to 



emphasise that no areas 
of the cathedral are 
unsafe or dangerous. 

“But what is important 
is that we deal with 
problems now to make 
sure that things don’t 
escalate. 

“Obviously the work is 
going to be very complex 
and will involve roofers, 
stone masonry 
specialists, stained glass 
conservers and many 
more. 

“Scaffolding will also 
have to be put around the 
transept whilst the work 
is carried out. 

“But we need to act fast 
to prevent the transept 
from falling further into a 
state of disrepair.” 

Cathedral bosses want 
to start the repair work to 
the north transept as 
swiftly as possible. 

They are appealing for 
people and organisations 
who can help fund the 
project to come forward. 

The Dean of Ely, the 
Very Rev Dr Michael 
Chandler, said that the 
cathedral is listed as one 
of the Seven Medieval 
Wonders of the World. 

He said: “Alongside its 
Christian mission, Ely 
Cathedral is also a major 
international visitor 
attraction and a 
significant UK tourist 
destination. 

“The building brings 
visitors from all over the 
world and, with it, a 
substantial source of 
income to the benefit of 
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repai rs now’

numerous businesses, 
organisations and 
residents located within 
the area. 

“It is our duty to 
preserve and maintain it. 

“To the naked eye, the 
cathedral looks in superb 
condition. 

“But if you climb up 
onto the roof and see the 
north transept up close, 
that is not the case. 

“It is vital that we carry 


out this repair work as 
soon as possible. 

“We have been lucky 
enough to receive a large 
chunk of funding already 
but unless we secure 
more, we could end up 
losing all of that.”

Restoration 
works have 
continued 

IT wasn’t long ago that 
millions of pounds were spent 
on refurbishing Ely Cathedral 
after it was discovered the 
building was at crisis point. 
Dubbed the ‘Great 
Restoration’, it started in 
1986 when surveyors said 
the roofs, timber and 
stonework of the majority of 
the cathedral were becoming 
unsafe. As a result, a major 
fundraising campaign and 
public appeal was launched. 
Thanks to generous locals 
and readers of the Weekly 
News, an impressive £4 
million was raised and the 
cathedral was given a new 
lease of life, saving its doors 
from being closed for good. 
Following that, in 1991, a 
major 10-year programme of 
restoration was drawn up by 
experts, embracing 
stonework, timber, glass and 
lead at a cost of £8 million. 
Donations have been 
received from a wide range of 
benefactors and trusts and 
over the last six years, the 
cathedral has been grant 
aided by English Heritage. 
However, a guaranteed 
income of £500,000 is still 
needed each year from 
voluntary contributions if the 
future of the cathedral is to 
be secured. 

The Great Restoration was 
completed in 2000. In 1989, 
the 21st Century Fund was 
launched - an endowment 
fund to finance running 
repairs from the year 2000 
onwards. 


Council rejects bid for 24m 
turbine to run industrial unit 


A BUSINESSMAN’S hopes 
of making his company 
more eco-friendly have 
been dashed. 

Councillors have ref¬ 
used plans for a 24.9m 
(82ft) wind turbine to be 
built on the Lancaster 
Way Business Park in Ely. 

Mr J Salmon, owner of 
Michell Instruments, on 
the business park, had 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission to erect a turbine 
outside his business. 

He wanted to use it to 
generate sustainable 
power for an extension at 
the unit, for which he 
recently gained planning 
permission. 

However, members of 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee have 
refused the application. 

In a report presented to 
members, case officer 


Lucie Turnell said the 
turbine would be “inapp¬ 
ropriate” because of its 
proximity to nearby 
Lancaster Lodge. 

The report said: “As a 
matter of principle, the 
proposed wind turbine is 
considered to be comp¬ 
atible with the existing 
uses. 

“However, the proposed 
site is within approxi¬ 
mately 70 metres (230ft) 
of Lancaster Lodge, a 
residential property that 
comprises a separate 
planning unit and which 
lies beyond the business 
park’s northern boundary. 

“Clearly, every support 
should be given to 
measures that reduce 
carbon emissions but this 
does not absolve those 
proposing schemes from 
doing so in a responsible 
and cohesive manner.” 


The City of Ely Council 
had expressed no con¬ 
cerns about the turbine 
and the district council 
had received no letters of 
objection. 

But Witchford Parish 
Council was worried and 
said the turbine would be 
too close to Lancaster 
Lodge. 

Concerns had also been 
raised about whether the 
turbine would affect 
people’s views of Ely 
Cathedral. However, the 
planning report said: “The 
site lies approximately 
2.6km (1.6 miles) to the 
south-west of Ely Cath¬ 
edral. 

“Direct views of the 
cathedral and the wind 
turbine would therefore 
only be possible from 
within the park itself.” 

Mr Salmon was un¬ 
available for comment.

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Bishop’s fear 
for rural poor 

THE Bishop of Ely has reacted 
to David Cameron’s Big 
Society notion by saying he is 
concerned for poor people 
living in market towns. 

The Rt Rev Stephen Conway 
told his Diocesan Synod 
yesterday that “demonising 
the poor to save money is a 
cynical abuse of power”, as he 
reflected on last week’s debate 
between the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and the coalition 
Government. 

He told Synod members at 
Witchford Community College 
that “the Prime Minister was 
the first to assert the right of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to articulate the fear which 
many people have about the 
future of our public services”. 

Bishop Stephen told the 
gathering: “We are properly 
concerned about how poor 
people living in our market 
towns, let alone in the deep 
countryside, will be able to 
access jobs via public trans¬ 
port. 

“I know senior officers and 
political leaders of our local 
authorities are working very 
hard to ensure services are 
sustained for those in real 
need. We need to be vigilant as 
well as co-operative citizens.” 

He added: “Mr Cameron was 
right that we need to take up 
the opportunities to identify 
the importance of social 
capital in our economic future 
and throw ourselves into the 
running of a generous society.”

Drought is 
confirmed

EAST Cambridgeshire 
is now officially in a 
state of drought after 
the extremely dry 
spring, it has been 
confirmed. 

And the Bishop of Ely, 
Stephen Conway, is urging 
people to use as little water 
as possible. 

The Department for 
Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra) said 
areas in the Anglian region 
are suffering from drought 
while parts of the South 
West, South East, Midlands 
and Wales are experiencing 
near-drought conditions. 

The South East and 
central southern England 
experienced their driest 
spring on record, while 
across the whole of England 
and Wales it has been the 
driest spring since 1990. 

In the drought-affected 
areas, Anglian Water and 
Cambridge Water have said 
there is no threat to the 


But no threat for summer 
to public water supplies 


public water supply, as they 
have enough to get through 
the summer, according to 
the Environment Agency. 

Environment Secretary 
Caroline Spelman said: 
“Drought has hit parts of 
East Anglia, with other 
areas also giving grounds 
for concern. 

“Water companies are 
confident that supplies are 
high enough so that 
widespread restrictions to 
the public are unlikely. 

“We’re doing all we can 
to reduce the impact on 
agriculture and wildlife, but 
everyone can play their 
part. 

“Everyone can do their 
bit to use water more 
wisely, not only through the 
summer, but throughout 
the year.” 

Bishop Stephen says 
people should not to take 
the gift of water for granted. 

He said: “We generally 


take water for granted in 
our green and pleasant 
land. Fresh water is perhaps 
the most precious natural 
resource available to us. 

“We must start regarding 
it as a gift from God and 
not as a commodity. 

“Access to clean water is 
denied to 1.1 billion poor 
people across the world. 

“We need to be more 
grateful for what we receive 
and to be much more 
conscious of the need to 
collect rainwater.” 

He added: “The Fens are 
particularly affected, worse 
affected, indeed, than other 
parts of the region. 

“Farmers who have 
irrigation technology are 
not affected at the moment 
but farmers who do not are 
in a bad way and need our 
prayers and concern. 

“Donations to farmers’ 
charities will help a lot in 
the coming months.”

Green venture to 
drop energy bills 


TWO businessmen are 
joining forces to help 
homeowners reduce 
their carbon emissions 
and energy costs. 

Ely entrepreneurs Peter 
Dawe and Peter Bates have set 
up a new business called The 
80percent Company. 

With gas and electricity 
costs continuing to rise, they 
want to research and develop 
new energy-saving solutions 
for homes and other buildings. 

Focusing initially on heat 
loss from windows, they need 
people willing to allow them 
into their homes to better 
understand where heat loss 
occurs. 

They are particularly inter¬ 
ested in houses which have 
single-glazed windows. 

Mr Bates said: “Home 
energy use in the UK produces 
27 per cent of all carbon emi- 
sions. 

“There can be 15-25 per 
cent heat loss from windows. 

“The 80percent Company is 
developing solutions that 
tackle this problem for all 
households, but particularly 
for older dwellings in 
conservation areas where it 
might not be considered 
appropriate to replace with 
double glazing.”

PREPARE for the return of 
awesomeness in this energetic 
martial arts comedy which kicks 
computer-animated butt and 
comes close to matching the 
rumbustious fun of the 2008 
original. 

Screenwriters Jonathan Aibel 
and Glenn Berger flashback to 
overweight panda Po’s tortured 
past as the inspiration for this 
tale of identity and retribution, 
taking the story into far darker 
territory. 

However, Jack Black’s whirlwind 
vocal performance provides a 
generous smattering of belly 
laughs and the visuals are 
gorgeous and colourful. 

The introduction of the 3D 
format almost warrants the 
additional ticket price, adding 
depth to the gorgeous rolling 
landscapes of ancient China. 
Younger audiences will get just 
as much fun though from the 
traditional 2D version without the 
discomfort or distraction of the 
plastic spectacles. 

Overweight panda Po (voiced 
by Black) is living his dream as 
an all-action bear, honing his 
skills under the watchful eye of 


mentor Shifu (Dustin Hoffman). 
However, he is haunted by 
fragmented memories, which 
eventually reveal how his father 
came to be a goose called Mr 
Ping (James Wong). It transpires 
an evil peacock Lord Shen 
(Gary Oldman) is the cause of 
Po’s deep emotional wounds. 
Spurred on by a dire warning 
about pandas from an elderly 
soothsayer (Michelle Yeoh), 

Shen and his army of snarling 
wolves are on a collision course 


with Po, armed with a deadly 
weapon that could bring China 
to its knees. Thankfully, Po can 
always rely on The Furious Five 
- Crane (David Cross), Mantis 
(Seth Rogen), Monkey (Jackie 
Chan), Tigress (Angelina Jolie) 
and Viper (Lucy Liu) - to avert 
disaster. 

Kung Fu Panda 2 relies heavily 
on Black to unleash his verbal 
fireworks and to continue 
sparking potential romance with 
Jolie’s kung fu kitty. 

Hoffman’s comic timing is 
impeccable and Oldman 
delivers his lines in suitably 
Machiavellian tones. 

The action sequences are more 
complex but still fall short of the 
intricacy of Pixar’s most recent 
pictures. 

Hopefully DreamWorks 
Animation will have learned 
lessons about animated sequels 
from Shrek, which dazzled us in 
its original incarnation but 
became a creatively empty husk 
by Shrek Forever After. 

Alas, the feel-good revelations at 
the end of Kung Fu Panda 2 
suggest as long as box office 
tills ring, there will be more 
chapters in Po’s journey of self- 
discovery.

Heavenly herbs for summer 


" r ■'I^erbs create the tastes 

I—I of summer - basil 
-L Atom over juicy,

So many herbs and so little 
space, those with small gardens 
might say, but there is always room 
for a pot or two or even a 
windowbox of aromatic, 
flavoursome herbs which will 
enhance your menus whatever the 
time of year. 

Many exhibitors at this year’s 
gardening shows are of the same

opinion. At the forthcoming BBC 
Gardeners’ World Live at 
Birmingham’s NEC, for example, a 
new Edible Patches section seeks to 
display innovative ways of growing 
edible plants in a small space 
measuring 1,5m x 2.5m - and herbs 
are right up there with lettuces, 
chard and spinach. 

The unusually hot weather we’ve 
had in April and May will have 
given some herbs a head start. 

Many herbs thrive in sunnier 
climates including thyme, rosemary 
and basil, which historically hasn’t 
grown very well in this country 
because our summers have been 
too cool. 

Mint grows virtually anywhere, 
but if you are creating a herb 
garden, grow it in a pot or it will 
invade everything else in its path. 

If you want your herb garden to 
look more formal, consider 
planting dwarf hedges of rosemary 
or lavender around the edges, or to 
divide beds. Lavender can simply 
be sheared after flowering to keep it 


looking neat and tidy, but don’t cut 
into old wood or it won’t grow 
back. 

Standard bays placed in pots 
either side of a front door or other 
entrance can create a formal, stylish 
look and you can also snip the 
leaves off for adding to pasta sauces 
and casseroles. 

When designing your herb 
garden, remember that prostrate 
varieties such as Corsican mint, 
many thymes and maijorams form 
mats of pretty foliage to cascade 
over edges and fill gaps in paving. 

And don’t think you have to 
reserve a whole plot just for herbs. 
You can interplant them in your 
border to add colour and texture. 
Clumps of chives, which produce 
pretty purple flower balls, and sage, 
with its subtle leaf colours, are ideal 
for this. 

Rock gardens, with gritty, well- 
drained soil, are also a perfect 
setting for low-growing herbs such 
as thyme, of which there are 
endless varieties, many of which 
have variegated leaves and produce 
small flowers in summer. 

Basil, which tastes so much 
better if you grow it yourself than if 
you buy it from the supermarket, is 
a tender annual used in much 
Mediterranean cooking and loves 
the sunshine. It’s best sown into 
seed trays or modules in a 
greenhouse and then hardened off 
and transplanted into a sheltered, 
sunny spot when all danger of frost 
has passed. 


It does well in pots on sun-baked 
patios but should be watered 
whenever dry and the growing tips 
pinched out regularly to encourage 
bushy growth and delay flowering. 
If you are using it, harvest the 
leaves at the tip of the plant to 
encourage further bushy growth at 
the sides. 

Sweet basil and bush basil are 
the common types grown, but you 
could also try cinnamon basil, anise 
basil and lemon basil. 

Flat-leaf parsley is much more 
popular these days than the curly- 
leaf variety because of its more 
intense flavour. Usually grown as 
an annual, it can be sown thinly 
outdoors in rich, moist soil in late 
spring and again in late summer for 
succession over winter. Try Giant 
Italian for good flavour. 

Perennials including chives, 
sorrel, fennel and mint should 
come up year after year. Annual 
herbs which need to be raised from 
seed each year include dill, 
coriander, chervil and borage. 

These are best germinated in a 
greenhouse in spring. 

The majority of herbs thrive in 
sunny, sheltered spots. If you only 
have a semi-shaded spot available, 
try growing scented lemon balm, 
which can be used to flavour sauces 
for chicken and fish, lovage, a 
hardy perennial which has a flavour 
similar to celery, and angelica, a 
giant herb growing to several 
metres which can be used to flavour 
cakes and cooked fruit.

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

| j Turn off electric appliances. 

Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

□ Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Lock all doors. 

Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Is fuel market manipulated by speculators? 


WITH the summer break just around the corner 
the thoughts of deserted roads and queue-free 
commutes are appealing, but they are surely 
offset by the prospect of long treks to holiday 
destinations, writes Matt Joy of PA News. 

A car loaded to the gills with children, luggage 
and the essential beach paraphernalia is not 
only short on space but heavy on fuel - the 
worst possible situation with petrol prices high. 

But while the Government remains quiet on 
the subject, the swell of disquiet is finally 
leading several key organisations to take action. 

Motoring groups across Europe have 
demanded the European Union launch an 
investigation into soaring petrol prices. 

The Federation Nationale de I’Automobile 


(FIA), which represents 35 million drivers and 
counts both the AA and RAC as members, has 
written to the EU claiming the way prices are 
determined is “far from transparent”. 

UK petrol prices hit record levels in April as 
the wholesale price of oil soared, but have 
been much slower to come down as the price 
of crude oil dropped back again. A full tank for 
an average European car now costs around 
£10 more than it did a year ago. 

The FIA letter calls for an inquiry into how 
benchmark prices are set on the Rotterdam 
spot market, where cargoes of petrol and 
diesel for the European market are bought and 
sold. 

Werner Krauss, chairman of the FIA 


Eurocouncil, said in the letter: “A platform with 
such a small volume is doubted to be a repres¬ 
entative indicator for the vast EU market.” 

Mr Krauss also wants the EU to look into the 
role of speculation on oil prices, adding that the 
FIA is very concerned about the “resulting 
volatility in fuel prices and negative financial 
impact on consumers”. 

Luke Bosdet, of the AA, said: “No one is 
giving us any answers as to why petrol prices 
are so high. We need greater transparency so 
that everyone can see we are paying a fair 
price.” 

The AA wants to see an independent 
regulator to balance the interests of the 
supplier, retailer and customer.
